DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant argues that there is no power source supply to main board and 
daughter board. Power supply was inherently provided via connection between 
main board and daughter board. 

2. Applicant argues that Acres daisy chain is difference than his invention. 

3. Applicant proposed to amend claims 1 , 29, 30 

As per claim 1, switching off power while two boards still remained 
connected. 

As per claim 29-30, maintain power while replacing the first board with a 
second daughter board in the first standard receptor slot of the main 
communication board. 

Applicant was advised to send the amendment for further review for 
consideration.
